ets of Judah. He saw the nation go 
into the Babylonian Captivity and Je- 
rusalem destroyed, after 
which he 


went into Egypt. He was a lonely, 
misunderstood and unpopular prophet. 
He was most bitterly hated and per- 
secuted. His own countrymen turned 
against him. He was placed in stocks 
and then thrown into a horrible dun- 
geon from which he narrowly escaped 
with his life. The teacher should give 
a little sketch of his life.

charged Jeremiah to bring the Recha- 
bites into the house of the Lord and 
test them regarding the drinking of 
wine. This be did in a place where 
the people might behold them, the aim 
being to teach 
Judah by example. 


The father of the Rechabites had 
given command that they should not 
drink wine. 
Their filial obedience 


put to shame the children of Judah 
for their lack of obedience. Jonatlab, 
the father of the Rechabites, was only 
a man but the one whose commands 
Judah disregarded was the Almighty 
God, 
their Creator and Savior. It Is 


God's plan that every man be tested. 
Being a free agent, he can have char- 
acter only through testing.

WARD 


Like all normal and well-behaved 


rivers, the Chicago river carried its 
waters 
from 
its head toward its 


mouth, emptying into Lake Michigan. 
The building of a drainasre canal from 
its head through the ridge that divides 
the drainage between Lake Michigan 
aim the rivers, farther west to a con- 
nection with the river system, reversed 
this natural and orderly procedure, 
with the expected, aithough Ustonish- 
ing result, that the waters of this river 
now flow from the lake into its mouth 
and out through its bead into the 
drainage canal. 


Flowing from Lake Michigan the 


Chirago river runs through the city of 
Chicago, separating as it goes into 
North and South branches. 
These 


branches, in turn, divide the city into 
Three 
sections 
or 
divisions—North, 


West ami South. 


The anain channel of this river is 


about seven miles long, with an aver- 
age width of 200 feet and an average 
depth of 26 feet. 
This channel has 


4>een dredged repeatedly until now it 
rs sufficiently deep to accommodate the 
largest freight boats operating on the 
•Great Lakes. This channel is spanned 
fey about thirty bridges, which carry 
foot, vehicular, street car and rail traf- 
fic over it.

coal and lumber yards and grain ele- 
vators of the largest size.

The Pekln Is the only duck that 


growls rapidly enough to make a good 
green duck. Ducklings that are to tee 
marketed as green ducks should never 
have anything but soft feed. 
Start 


them on bread crumbs or dry braB, 
and as soon as they have learned t# 
eat well give a mash of two pertiS 
bran, one part middlings and a ver^ 
little corn meal, moistened with watef 
till crumbly, and with about 5 per cent 
sand or chick grit added. This may 
be fed at first five times a day, but 
should soon be gradually diminished 
to three times a day. 
Never forget 


the sand, for the ducklings must iiav«3 
it to digest their food. 
The amount 


of corn meal in the mash may be grad- 
ually increased and a little beef scrap 
added after two weeks, though seme 
duck raisers never feed it, and it is 8 
good plan to mix cut up alfalfa or 
nther greens in the mash until the 
dfccblintrs have learned to eat without 
cutting. By the eighth week the masto 
may consist of equal parts bran, corn 
meal and middlings, with 5 per cent 
beef scrap, and always sand. 
The 


last two weeks some of the big duck 
men add a little oil meal for finishing.
